wlfinto a prievance committee last 
evening, so to speak, the greater part 
of ttic evening- Ivjiug consumed in hear- 
ing citizens who were of the opinion 
that they were paying too much \vater 
rent and wished to have the same low- 
ered. Knell of the objecting citizens 
was permitted by the board to make 
his little speech, and was then dis- 
missed from tho chamber with the 
comforting assurance that the board 
would "Lake up his cuse by and by 
when other business had been disposed 


of." 


The board met at 7:30 o'clock, stan- 


dard time, President Cadot, Williams; 
and Dice being present. 


For about three-fourths of an hour 


previous to tho calling of the board to 
order a distinguished i^roup-of gentle- 
men had been swinging about in the 
councilmanic chairs. They were the 
powers-us-be m the Street Railroad and 
Light company—H. S. Grimes, Col. Floyd 
Smith. Sum Timmonds and Superinten- 
dent Sam Baird. These gentlemen, on 
behalf of the street railroad company, 
had :i request to make, and when in- 
vited by President Cadot to present 
their grievance they did so with alacri- 
ty, Colonel Smith acting as spokesman 
for the party. The colonel said they 
wished to present to the board some 
/nets in relation to the amount of 
water consumed at. tho power station, 
and to ask that a rate 
be 
fixed. 


Ho understood that tho amount of 
their water rent had been estimated 
upon the maximum capacity of their 
engines 
and boiler, the 
maximum 


horse power that could be used. 
The 


colonel thought this was not just to 
the company. They had put in the 
plant with a view to future additions 
and improvements and of some day 
doing much more work than now. 
In 


other words they were looking ahead. 
The amount of water that was con- 
sumed now was far ' less than the 
amount 
that 
could 
be 
consumed 


were 
the 
plant operated 
at its 


full capacity. 
At the request of Col- 


Smith, Superintendent .Baird submit- 
ted a startling array of figures as to 
the exact amount of water used that 
made John Williams blink his eyes 
and gave John Dice a bad headache. 
With the trailers Mr, Baird figured 
that the company would use water 
valued at §131.40 a year and without 
trailers at 803.50. 
For the Electric 


Light company 553 worth of water 
was consumed. Estimating the trail- 
ers as being in use 
one-half 
the 


time, the amount of water consumed 
by the street railroad would be valued 
at S90.95, or a total of S148 per year 
for the latter and the electric light 
plant. This Mr. Baird arrived at by 
taking the horse power necessary to 
'opornte the street railroad with and 
without trailers, and the electric light, 
and the number of pounds or gallons 
of water used per horse power per 
hour. He estimated that it took 50 
horse power to operate the street, rail- 
road with nil trailers on and 35 with 
them off. 
Thirty pounds of water, or 


V-v irnllons were used per horse power 
per hour, the plant being operated 1C 
hours a day. Sixty-five horso power 
«;is required for the electric light. 
The light plant was operated 2,000 
hours u year, consuming 5^0,000 gallons 
of w;itor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The fate of all 


tariff legislation, and especially that

Some time ago passers-by in Broad- 


way, looking through the .high fence 
that surrounds Trinity churchyard, 
saw a' slender, black-gowned girl 
kneeling by the grave of Charlotte 
Temple. Her head was bowed in her 
hands, and she seemed utterly loit to 
her surroundings. After awhile she 
arose with a very pale face, walked 
swiftly through the gates and disap- 
peared in the crowd. She was only 
one of many devotees at the shrine of 
the poor girl who died for love. No- 
body ever visits Trinity churchyard 
without pausing for a few minutes be- 
fore the big brown slab that bears only 
the name: "Charlotte Temple." 


"Oh, yes!" said the gray-haired old 


man whose duty it is t» see that the 
ancient tombs are kept in order. "It 
is the most popular grave in the yard. 
I have been here going on seventeen 
years now, and there have been rery 
few days in good weather when the 
grave has not had a visitor. Several 
times I have seen women come here 
and stand in the cold and sleet and 
snow looking at the tomb. Somehow 
they always look as if they were in 
trouble. 


"Seven.or eight years ago I began to 


put potted flowers, geraniums and the 
like, on the ,grave, and I have kept it 
up /ever since. It is mainly to mark 
the.grave, so that visitors can find it. 
It is the only grave in the yard that 
has flowers on it. Otherwise the peo- 
ple would bother me to death. .When 
they ask where the grave of Charlotte 
Temple is now, I simply tell them that 
It is over on the west side with some 
potted flowers on it. That saves me a 
deal of trouble. 


"Several of the gravestones are 


crumbling badly and will have to be 
repaired if the descendants of the dead 
want to perpetuate their memory. 
See, here is the oldest grave in the 
place." 


Then the old man swept away a layer 


of dust from a crumbling gray stone 
and showed the date, 1681. "We have 
several that date almost as far back," 
said he, "but none of them is so popu- 
lar as that of Charlotte Temple." 


Then the ancient attendant tucked 


his broom under his arm, picked up his 
wheelbarrow and trundled away among 
the graves.—N. Y. Herald.
